The Norfolk County Council realizing the importance of the 
tobacco industry of the County which produces about 55% 
of all the flue-cured tobacco grown in Ontario, feel that the 
present excise tax on cigarettes is unreasonable and far too 
high. This high tax has resulted in a tremendous increase 
in the smuggling of American cigarettes into Canada. It has 
been argued by the Dominion Government that taxes are far 
higher in the United Kingdom than they are here. That is 
probably true. However, the Dominion. Government should 
realize that we have about 3,000 miles of border between 
U.S.A, and Canada which in many places is entirely unpro- 
tected by custom officials. 


Any body can cross the border in many places without 
hindrance and bring in all kinds of American cigarettes with- 
out even taking the risk of being stopped at the border. 
Whereas in England it would be impossible to smuggle any 
large amount of cigarettes from other countries as every port 
of entry is protected by properly trained custom and govern- 
ment officials. 


When the Hon. W. S. Fielding was Minister of Finance 
about 1920 the excise tax on cigarettes was raised to a point 
that consumption fell very sharply. The same thing is hap- 
pening now. Mr. Fielding finally was forced to reduce the 
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excise tax on cigarettes to a much lower tax in order to in- 
crease revenues and bring back consumption to somewhere 
nearer its former level. This took about four years and 
unless something is done immediately by the Dominion Gov 
ernment to reduce taxation there is very great danger that the 
people may have a change in their taste of smoking due to 
the amazing ease with which everybody can purchase smug- 
gled American cigarettes throughout Canada. 


In the eight months since the added tax of last April, 
1951, Canadians have smoked one billion and a half less cigar- 
ettes and have smoked countless more smuggled American 
cigarettes. This means a decline of 14.5% which is the first 
decline in a quarter of a century, in spite of an increase in 
population which, of course would mean a normal increase in 
consumption. Canadian cigarettes consumption in the months 
since the added tax last April 1951 is at the lowest level since 
1946. It is estimated that the Dominion Government will lose 
about 30 million dollars in revenue due to the unreasonably 
high excise tax. 


The above facts mean that unless the tax is reduced to a 
point so that Canadian cigarettes can be sold at a price that 
can compete with the smuggled American cigarettes, we, the 
Board, shall have to drastically reduce our acreage for 1952 
and thereby cause a reduced revenue for this County. The 
Norfolk County Council therefore, request that the Govern- 
ment give their immediate attention to this serious situation 
created by the present national scandal of smuggling. Car- 
ried.

Village of Port Dover, a distance of approximately four miles 
to connect with County Road System No. 12 and further in 
support of this resolution we would point out that only 13 
miles of the total of 249 miles of the Norfolk County Road 
System are at present located within the Township of Wood- 
house toward which County Road System Woodhouse Town- 
ship Council last year contributed the sum of $14,395.00—- 
which means Woodhouse Township Council is paying a far 
too large proportion of County Highway expenditures for the 
meagre mileage within its Municipality. 
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We believe further that in view of the purchase of the 
very extensive “mystery land deal” in this area, such County 
Road would be deemed an essential outlet for the added 
heavy traffic anticipated and also to relieve the present over- 
load of traffic on Provincial Highway No. 24 from the Haif- 
way to Port Dover; the new road also serving as a direct 
feeder and great benefit to the newly established Norfolk 
County Park (formerly the Oakes farm). Carried. 


Moved by Mr. Carter, seconded by Mr. Chamberlain: 
Whereas in the past, a great number of men have been 
appointed County Constables for the County of Norfolk. 


And Whereas the advice of the Administration of Justice 
Officials leaves us to believe that these men have very little 
powers over any citizen to make arrests, in fact, any person 
has the right to arrest a person committing a crime. 


And Whereas, many of the appointed constables take no 
interest in the Administration of Justice in Norfolk County. 


Therefore be it resolved, that from this date all the 
County Constables, other than established police, be retired 
and any municipality wishing to submit names for the new 
list of County Constables, leave these said names with the 
Chairman of the Administration of - Justice Committee. 
Carried.

REPORT OF THE NORFOLK COUNTY ROAD SYSTEM 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council 
of the County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: I beg leave to submit to your Honorable 
Body, my thirty-fifth annual report on the Norfolk County 
Road System. 


In January of 1951, a by-law was passed designating the 
amount of money to be spent on the road system during that 
year. This by-law was duly approved by the Department of 
Highways. During the session of the Ontario Legislature 
in the early part of 1951 certain amendments were made to 
the Highway Improvement Act which materially affect the 
financing of a County Road System, these amendments to 
provide ; 
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Ist That the non separated Towns and Villages are to be paid 


back twenty-five per cent of the amount paid by them to 


the County for County road purposes. This amount was 
$16,366.61 in 1951. 


2nd An amendment provides that agreements are to be made 


between the County and the non separated Towns and 
Villages with regard to connecting links or extensions of 
the County Road System passing into the said Towns and 
Villages. Agreements have been made and signed by the 
properly authorized officials between the County of Nor- 
folk and the Town of Simcoe, the Village of Delhi, the 
Village of Port Dover, and the Village of Waterford. 


There is no agreement necessary with the Village of 


Port Rowan as County Road No. 22 passes through the 
Village. 


It might be well to explain to your Honorable Body the 


gist of these agreements; In the Town of Simcoe there are 
two connecting links; 
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An extension of County Road No. 7, where it connects 
with the westerly limit of West St. then proceeds easterly 
to Talbot St., on Talbot St. from West St. to Robinson 
St., on Robinson St. from Talbot St. to Norfolk St. 


Extension of County Road No. 19 from the westerly 
limit of Cedar St. to the intersection of Maple St. and 
Cedar St. and along Maple St. to Colborne St. The percen- 
tage of costs under this agreement are to be borne as 
follows; On West St. from the westerly limit to Head St. 
the County pays 100%. From Head St. on West St. to 
Talbot St. and on Talbot St. from West St. to Norfolk St., 
80% hy the County and 20% by the Town of Simcoe. 
On Robinson St., the County pays 47% and the Town 
of Simcoe 53%. Jxpenditure on the aforesaid exten- 
sion of County Road No. 19 on Cedar and Maple Sts. 
the County pays 100%. 
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In the: Village of Delhi, the extension of Road No. 14, 


from the westerly side of the King’s Highway No. 3 to Main ~ 


St. on Church St., from Main St. to Mill St., and on Mill 
St. from the Northerly limit of Church St. to the southerly 
limit of King St. and being The King’s Highway No. 3. 
The expenditure on Church St. from No. 3 Highway to 
Main St., to be borne, 45% by the County and 55% by the 
Village of Delhi. On Church St., from Main St. to Mill St., 


100% by the County, and on Mill St. from Church St. to 


the King’s Highway 100% hy the County. 


In the Village of Port Dover, on Chapman St. and Patter- 
son St. from the easterly limit of the King’s Highway No, 24 
to Lynn St. and on Lynn St. from Patterson St. to Union St. 
and on Union St. from Lynn St. to County Road No. 15, the 
cost to be borne on Chapman St. and Patterson St. 92% by 
the County and 8% by the Village of Port Dover. On Lynn 
and Union Streets, from Patterson to County Road No. 15, 
the County pays 100% with the exception of the Bridge at 
Silver Lake 


In the Village of Waterford an extension of County 
Road No. 2, at the westerly limit of the Village to the 
King’s Highway No. 24, the County to pay 100%.

As is was impossible to build any bridges due to the 
scarcity of steel, your Committee instructed me to surface 
some of the roads recently added to County Road System; 
approximately 12 miles received gravel or stone. 


The snowfall in November and December amounted to 
37 inches, according to the records kept at the local Mete- 
orological office. The County roads were kept open at all 
times at a cost, during these two months. of $3,496.57. Cost 
of Sanding operations during the same period amounted to 
$2,646.30. 


In 1948 the County purchased a Distributor for applying 
‘Car and Asphalt. During the four years this machine has 
been in operation it has applied 1,738,810 gallons, at a rental 
cost of $24,832.00 or an actual cost of $17,927.99. The rental 
cost includes depreciation allowance of $6,904. Figured on 
the rental basis cost per gal. is 1.43 cents, on actual cost 
without depreciation 1.03 cents per gal. Cost in 1947 by 
contract Distributor was 3 cents per gal. which on 1,738,810 
gal. would amount to $42,164.30. 
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In addition to the work performed on the County Roads, 
considerable was done for some of the minor Municipalities. 
Church St. in the Village of Delhi was completed under the 
agreement with the Village. The total cost of the Mulch sur- 
face was $4,538.24, of which $2,042.21 is paid by the County 
and $2,496.03 by the Village of Delhi. Four miles of Mulch 
was constructed for the Township of Townsend. Approx- 
imately 4%4 miles of Retreatment and 4 miles of Oiling was 
done for the Township of Windham. One mile of Stabiliza- 
tion was done for the Township of North Walsingham and 
1.75 miles of retreatment. Several blocks of Mulch were 
laid for the Village of Port Dover, and Retreatments and 
Oiling in the Village of Waterford. 


A Marconi Radio Phone system was installed at the 
Equipment Building in the latter part of September, at a 
cost of $7,458.15. This amount included the cost of the power 
system at the Equipment Building, the antenna and 7 in- 
struments provided for the cars and machines. Two instal- 
lations were placed in the two Traffic Officers’ cars, paid for 
by the Administration of Justice Committee, also in the 
Police Car for the Village of Delhi, and one in the Port Rowan 
Police car. These two were paid for by the Villages. Total 
number of incoming and outgoing messages from October 1 
to December 31, was 2,992. 


In regard to the County Traffic Officers, they provide me 
with a copy of their reports on all accidents which they are 
called upon to attend. During 1951 these officers have attend- 
ed a total of 307 accidents, 226 on County roads and 81 on 
Township roads; 167 collisions on County Roads when 2 or 
more cars were involved and 59 accidents when 1 car was in- 
volved. On Township roads there were 51 collisions with 2 
cr more cars involved and 30 with single vehicles. Seven 
deaths were reported due to accidents on County roads, one 
caused by a bicycle, one by a tractor, and five by licensed 
motor vehicles. 130 persons were injured in the above acci- 
dents. Estimated damage to motor vehicles due to all acci- 
dents $115,192.00; estimated property damage other than 
motor vehicles $752.00.

A By-Law to authorize the borrowing of $515,000,00. 


WHEREAS the Council of the Corporation of the County 
of Norfolk deem it necessary to borrow the sum of Five 
Hundred and Fifteen Thousand Dollars, to meet, until the 
levies are collected, the current expenditures of the Corpora- 
tion for the year 1952, the amount being less than seventy 
per cent. of the revenues for 1951. 


AND WHEREAS the total amount of the revenues of 
the Corporation as set out in the financial statement for 1951, 
not including revenues from borrowings and issue of deben- 


tures is $735,856.88. 


AND WHEREAS the total amount heretofore author- 
ized to be borrowed for the year 1952 for the purposes men- 
tioned in Sub-Section of Section 339 of the Municipal Act 
is $515,000,00, of which the Corporation has not already 
borrowed any sum. 


THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the 
County of Norfolk hereby enacts as follows; 


1. The Warden and Treasurer are hereby authorized on 
behalf of the Corporation to borrow from time to time by way 
of promissory notes from the Bank of Montreal, or from such 
other source to the best interests of the County, a sum not 
exceeding in the aggregate $515,000.00 to meet, until the 
levies are collected, the current expenditures of the Corpora- 
tion for the year, including the amount required for purposes 
mentioned in Sub-Section (1) of the said Section 339, and to 
give on behalf of the Corporation to the Bank or other 
persons a promissory note or notes, sealed with the Corporate 
Seal and signed by them for the moneys so borrowed with - 
interest at the rate not exceeding four and one quarter per 
cent. (444) per annum, which may be paid in advance or 
otherwise. 
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2. All sums borrowed from the said bank or other 
sources for any or all of the purposes mentioned in said 
Section 339, shall, with interest thereon, be a charge upon the 
whole of the revenues of the Corporation for the current year 
and for all preceding years, as and when revenues are re- 
ceived. 


3. The Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to 
apply in payment, of all sums borrowed pursuant to the 
authority of this By-Law, as well as all other sums borrowed 
in this year and any previous years from the said bank or 
other persons for any and all of the purposes mentioned in 
said Section 339, together with the interest thereon, all of the 
moneys hereafter collected, or received on account or realized 
in respect of the levies for the current years and preceding 
vears, and all the money collected, or received from any other 
source, which may lawfully be applied for such purposes.
